The installation of television antenna supporting 
structures adjacent to overhead power lines consti¬ 
tutes a serious accident and fire hazard. If the struc¬ 
ture contacts the power line either when it is being 
erected or later under storm conditions, the full vol¬ 
tage of the power line will be impressed on the struc¬ 
ture and antenna. Fatal accidents and fires have been 
caused by such contacts.

Persons erecting television antennas should 
wherever possible maintain sufficient clearances from 
the power lines to ensure that no contact will be made 
if the antenna structure falls. It is recommended that 
the distance from the power line be six feet greater 
than the total height of the structure. Where sufcli 
clearances cannot be obtained the structure must be 
securely guyed away from the power line. The com¬ 
pany owning the power line should be notified when 
the installation is being made so they may have a re¬ 
presentative present to temporarily disconnect the 
line, if necessary. 


Details of safe construction standards for Domes¬ 
tic antennas exceeding fifteen feet in height have been 
compiled by the Canadian Standards Association un¬ 
der Specification C22.4 No. 112. These Specifications 
are available from the Canadian Standards Associa¬ 
tion, National Research Building, Ottawa, at a cost 
of 75c per copy.
